
Resolution authorizing supplemental appropriations and an 

amendment to the collaboration agreement with the Affordable 
Housing Trust for Columbus and Franklin County in order to 

support production of affordable housing units (an increase of 
$429,090) 

(Community Partnerships) ($3,000,578)  
 

 

 WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners approved Resolution No. 

0409-16 on May 31, 2016, authorizing a collaboration agreement in the 
amount of $2,571,488 with the Affordable Housing Trust (“Housing Trust”) 

to create more affordable homeownership and rental housing and to 
strengthen neighborhoods within Columbus and Franklin County; and 

 
WHEREAS, the collaboration agreement also authorized 

reimbursement in the amount of $100,000 for utilizing mediation services 
through Community Mediation Services (CMS) for their housing stability 

program which supports low income tenants at risk of eviction; and 

 
WHEREAS, the permissive real estate conveyance fees collected in 

2016 have exceeded the initial projections and the County and the 
Housing Trust have agreed that the collaboration agreement should be 

amended to support additional affordable housing units; and 
 

WHEREAS, the County and the Housing Trust have agreed that the 
collaboration agreement be amended to provide a total of $3,000,578 in 

support of affordable housing units, an increase of $429,090; now, 
therefore, 

 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, FRANKLIN 

COUNTY, OHIO; 
 

1. That the attached amendment to the collaboration agreement 

with the Affordable Housing Trust for Columbus and Franklin
